Thereare very few of these per- 
uicions stamp handlers te be found 
here. for which creditis due. Collectors 
must uot form the idea that there are nu 
stump firms, for there ure a great many, 
and most of them rank with auy in the 
world. There are firms that do an ex- 
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clusively stamp trade, and handle thou- 
suds of dollars’ worth of stamps an- 
nually. 

As most philatelists are aware, Stunley 
Gibbons & Co., the largest firm of this 
kind in the world, are situated in this 
large city. 1, like most collectors, had a 
great desire to see the place of husiness 
of sv large a stanip firm,so! proceeded at 
my first opportimity to 8 Gower St. (the 
ald familiar address) and finding it with- 
out much diflieulty was nota Httle sur- 
prised to learn chat it was x private resi- 
dence, aud not resembling a staimj mev- 
chant’s place of business in the least. | 
had imagined it was a large five story 
huilding, where hundreds of clerks were 
employed, but alas | was disappointed, 
Leven began to doubt the accouiuts | bad 
veal concerning the immense business 
this firm did per anuum.

Suez, tith Noy., 1891.
